Yet  the  land 
ojtf-ued  up  was  the  finest  ill  the  town 
ship.  Overlooking  Bloomfield  and 
Montclair,  the  valleys  of  the  Passaic 
and  Hackensack,  giving  glirnjn.es  of 
the  Palisades  and  the  loftier  objects 
in  ami  around  New  York,  it  is  well 
worth  Hie  attention  of  lovers  of  fine 
scenery  and  pleasant  sturonni lings. 

Such  an  avenue,  so  generously 
jj  plaunetl,  continuing  already  some  of 
the  finest  residences  in  the  township 
is  deserving  of  the  utmost  care  and 
provision  for  its  growth.  Its  wide 
street  should  l>e  well  paved  ^  provide*  1 
with  water,  gas,  sidew  alks,  crosswalks 
and  curbs.  Its  bridges  should  lie 
not  only  passable,  but  commodious  as 
befits  their  siftrouudiugs.  Proper 
depots  should  la*  built  in  convenient 
localities,  and  every  facility  provided, 
not;  only  for  the  accommodation  blit 
for  the  luxurious  accommodation  of 
the  people. 

After  that  private  dwellings  should 
partake  somewhat  of  the  character  of 
the  avenue  in  size,  adornment  and 
neatness. 

First  there  is  needed  a  gtmd  pave¬ 
ment.  Ktone  i«  the  l>est,  hoomise 
smoother,  riiore  durable,  and  less 
likely  to  be  a&*cte«l  by  the  frost  of 
Winter  and  the  early  Spring  rains. 

Then  the  bridges  should  l>e  wide — 
not  like  the  one  at  present  building 
over  the  N.  Y.  *V  G.  L.  Railway.  This 
is  useful  but  not  ornamental.  A 
proper  bridge  would  have  the  width 
of  the  avenue  (SO  feet)  and  some  pre¬ 
tensions  to  beauty.  An  occasional 
coatjof  paint, Tor  instance,  would  do  no 
damage. 

The  railroad  is  interested  in  this, 
for  at  this  point  should  their  Glen 
Ridge  depot  be  placed — built  after 
the  pattern  of  the  one  upon  the  1).  L. 
<fc  W.  jR.  R. — It  would  prove  a  great 
attraction  to  the  N.  Y.  \  G.  L.  R.  R. 
and  the  adjacent  property.  The  stop 
at  Baldwin  street  and  Highland  avo. 
nue  might  then  la*  discontinued,  and 
there  would  exist  m*  necessity  for  a 
depot  on  Benson  street  and  Wildwood 
Terrace.  Such  a  depot  would  accom¬ 
modate  the  people  of  Glen  Ridge  as 
well  as  those  farther  north  on  Ridge 
wood*  Forest  and  Highland  avenues. 
It  would  prove  to  la*  an  important 
competing  point  Tor  traffic  The  logic 
of  events  will  some  day  demand  the 
use  of  this  sia>t  for  a  depot  ami  the 
sooner  it  is  understood  by  Wrtli  Rail-* 
road  and  residents  in  its  vicinity  the 
better.  Those  interested  would  no 
doubt  contribute  liberally  to  secure  a 
good  depot  and  bridge  at  this  point
